A gloomy view of the situation hs 
regarded the allied expedition in the 
Balkans is drawn by the 
Saloniki 
correspondent of the Paris Journal, 
who declares Austro-German 
forces 
are

allies will

to 
defend 
themselves 
alone 
against the triple attack of the Teu- 
tons, Bulgarians and Turks, as as- 
sistance from Greece is not to be 
expected. He requests that reinforce- 
ments be sent in large numbers or 
that the allied armies be re-embark- 
ed "while there is yet time." 


Italy will send troops to join 
allied armies at Saloniki, according 
to Rome advices, preparations beiriii 
now in progress for the dispatch o: 
the Italian forces.

London, Nov. 17.—"I know nothing 
more disheartening than the announce- 
ment recently made that tlie 
United 
States—the one great country 
left in 
the world free from the hideous, bloody 
burden of war—is about to embark upon 
the building of a huge armada destined 
to be equal or second to our own," said 
Lord Roseberj' presiding at the Rhodes 
lecture in the University of London, last 
night. 


"It means," he added, "that the bur- 
den will continue upon the other nations 
and be increased exactly in proportion 
to the fleet of the United States. I con- 
fess that it is a disheartening prospect 
that the United States, so remote from 
the European conflict, should voluntarily 
in these days take up the burden which, 
after this war, will be found to have 
broken, or almost broken, our,backs." 


Old Europe, said Lord Rosebery, was 
disappearing never to return, in its pres- 
ent shape.

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Appeals 
from the City 
Court. 


Rccciic utteranees by Judge Collins at Indianapolis 
soundly 
/Condemning tlie common practice of taking appeals from the city 
court in many eases with the sole view of deferring punishment will 
serve to call attention to the fact that the practice is a very common 
one, not only in Indianapolis, but in other cities of the state as well. 
Attorneys for clients who are plainly guilty of offenses with which 
they are charged frequently resort to this, sort of tactics to defer 
the final assess(ucnt of penalty, either in the hope that the upper 
courts will be inore lenient or with the idea that the case can be 
tided over until the lapse of time has dulled public interest, allowed 
many of tlie circumstances to be forgotten and in the possible scat- 
tering of witnesses made it impossible for the state to again con- 
struct a case of like strength against their client. 


Manifestly it is liiglily desirable that there be the right of ap- 
peal from the city court. It is needed as a safeguard to the rights of 
persons accused, for even the city judge is not infallible. The com- 
plaint is not against the appeal which has for its legitimate pui^ose 
the profX-'^'^protection of the man or woman accused of misdemeanor. 
It is against these wholly meritless appeals that have for their sole 
pur-^ jfee the intervention of legal strategy to forestall or delay the 
consummation of exact justice that Judge Collins has protested in 
no unmistakable fashion. The remedy for the situation lies almost 
wholly in the hands of attorneys who are called upon to defend the 
police court cases. They can serve their clients fully and fairly by 
taking appeals only when there is for the appeal some more legiti- 
mate purpose than the mere desire to stave off punishment when it 
is clearly and richly merited. 


The conference between the city authorities and representatives 
of the various business men's organizations on the question of the 
traffic congestion arising from the continuous parking of automo- 
biles in the busy down-town section gives fine promise that some ac- 
ceptable solution will be found for the problem. Very naturally the 
merchants are axious to afford every facility possible for both the 
city buyer and the out-of-town shopper who makes the trip to the 
stores in his automobile and parks the machine for a few minutes in 
some convenient f>pot nearby. As a matter of fact, this is not the 
chief source of the uifiiciilty. Rather it is against the jiractice of al- 
lowing cars to stand parked for hours at points where they con- 
tribute to the blockade that has given rise to the demand for relief. 
Wo believe the business men and the city boards will be able to ar- 
rive at some arrangouent that will bring improvement without oc- 
casioning undue hardship upon the owners of the automobiles. A 
time limit on the jjarkiug at ony one spot on the down-town business 
streets--and that a brief time limit, as well—wiil doubtless be found 
most desirable. 


In dealing with the situâtion which has been brought up by the 
torpedoing of the Italian liner Aneona, with its possible American 
citizens aboard, I'resldent Wilson and the state department are ex- 
ercising the same sane self-restraint that has marked the dealing 
with similar cases until all the available facts arc at hand. 
When 
these are known proper judgment can be arrived at and a definite 
course decided upon. 
Ther-e is not the impatient hue and cry for 
action that marked some of the earlier eases in the submarine war- 
fare, and we take it the country has learned it may safely trust the 
judgment of the president and Secretary Landing in dealing with 
this instance. 


The federal reserve banking system has been in operation 
precisely one year, and almost to a unit the financial authorities of 
the country agree that it has demonstrated its usefulness and its de- 
sirability. The system is not entirely perfect, and some minor 
changes have been suggested, but as a whole it has been of tremend- 
jous benefit' to the country. It has pro-vipd its worth as a stabilizer, 
widened the avenues of business and operated as an assurance 
against fianeial alarm and the bad results that inevitably come with 
it.

everywhere, the censoirship in England 
amoimts to a crime against the people 
and probably explains most of the pub- 
lic lethargy which at times has menaced 
the ve;^' life of the empire. 
In Goi^ 
many a brave and devoted population, 
long sustained by falsehood, "will event- 
ually learn the facts, and when it doe»j, 
war may take on a different aspect at 
home. 


Hardly a phase of modern strife ié 
more tragic than the deliberate betrayal 
of pi^blic opinion by military authority. 
With siicli secrecy war becomes some- 
thing infinitely worse tlian 
slaughter. 
It allows no glory to the dead and it is 
a continuing menace to the liberties of 
the living. In all of the l^elligerent na- 
tions tyranny has superseded law, and 
there is no longer even in England a 
press to note new encroachments or to 
hail the day of deliverance.

We aro pointedly reminded by re- 
cent developments that the office of 
county commissioner is one of the mo.t 
important 
positions 
in the 
county. 
This is due very largely to the fact 
the Proctor liquor laws and other re- 
cent legislation bestow on the county 
commissioners powers and duties and 
functions not formerly given these of- 
ficers. 


We have just seen how the county 
commissioners, 
by changing 
township 
lines 
arbitrarily, 
might throw "dry" 
townships 
into "wei" territory, and 
thus undo the work of the majority 
which had brought about the abolish- 
ment of saloons from the townships. It 
Is reassuring to believe the courts may 
be depended on to put a proper check 
on reckless misuse of this remarkable 
power. 
The situation emphasizes also 
the extreme importance of high grade 
judges as the safeguards of the public. 


In anotlier county, some years ago, 
to illustrate the power of the county 
commissioners, a city voted "wet" by 
thirty-five votes, on the face of the 
returns. 
Protests were made and the 
ciy of fraud went up. A set of "dry" 
coimty commissioners set 
aside 
the 
election and the city continued "dry" 
by decree of the commissioners. 


Another case is more 
recent. 
A 
township outside a city voted "wet." 
Again came the cry of fraud, and a 
majority of the voters in the territory 
signed a 
petition 
of 
remonstrance 
against saloons. 
This majority peti- 
tion was ignored by the commissioners, 
who refused to accept it. 
Though' the 
remonstrance lau^ is in full force, the 
commissioners chose arbitrarily to set 
that law aside. 
Saloons 
have been 
started in that territory where a ma- 
jority of citizens actually signed a re- 
monstrance. 


Truly the county commissioner takes 
the center of the election stage. With 
the prosecutor and the court, he be- 
comes one of the most important elec- 
tive officers. 
The people should look 
well to the material put on the various 
party tickets for county commissioner. 


ONLY BLEACHED BONES LEFT. 


Skeleton of Elwood Man, Missing Since 
August, Found by Farmer. 


Elwood, Ind., Nov. 17.—"I have the 
stuff to put myself out of the way. It's 
no use for you to look for me, for you 
won't find me." Tliis note David Davis, 
age fifty-one, left for his children when 
he disappeared from his home in Elwood 
on August 7. Late yesterday afternoon, 
while James S. Edgell, tenant on the 
Washington ^McCloy farm, just west of 
the city, was husldng c6rn in a field an 
eighth of a mile west of the old McCloy 
glass works, he found the bleached bones 
and weather-beaten clothing of the long 
missing man. 
Exposed to the elements 
and to the attacks of feathered and fur- 
covered scavengers, every particle of 
flesh had disappeared from the bones, 
nnd 
identification was possible 
only 
through the clothing. 
Coroner Stottle- 
myer, who investigated the case, re- 
turned a verdict that Davis came to his 
death by suicide. 


Davis was fifty-one years old.< His 
wife died three years ago, leaving him 
with six children. He had been despond- 
ent ever since.

He comes out open- 
ly and advocates death for defective 
children, sterilization of imbeciles, and 
euthanasia for the hopelessly sick or 
insane. 


"I have no doubt I shall be called a 
cold blooded murderer for allowing this 
baby to die," said Dr. Haiselden. 
"I 
am prepared for bitter criticism. 
But 
its death is a question between me and 
my conscience. I would not kill the' in- 
fant. 
I would not administer poison or 
take its life by 
any 
active surgical 
means. 
I shall merely stand by pas- 
sively and let it die. 
I will let nature 
complete its bungled job."

But the experiment was 


continued,

pang the men cheerfully recognized 


that they were on the right tack. For 


a year they 
continued 
to use the 


snuff. 


But they 
reaped 
the reward of 
their martyrdom with the return of 
the hay fever period. 
Both escaped 
all evidences of the disease. 


"One of the active agents produc- 
ing hay fever," said Dr. Burdick, "is 
the pollen of goldenrod. Victims fear 
it as a slave fears the whip. 
Anoth- 
er active agent is the pollen of milk- 
weed. 


"Our theory was, therefore, that 
these poisons could be made to pro- 
duce antitoxin effects in the blood. 
I mixed the two pollens and used 
them as a snuff for a year. 
During 
the hay fever season I suffered hor- 
ribly, but I kept on snuffling. I kept 
it up for a year. 
And the next fall 
I had no hay fever at all. 


"We have also experimented wlUtt 
the pollens in solutions as an injec- 
tion with equally good results.

don't know why these pollens pro-" 
duce immunity, but they do."

Fort Sill, Okla., Nov. 17.—The first 
aero squadron of 
the 
United 
States 
army, designed for use in the field in 
connection" with troop operations, will 
fly from its temporary station at Fort 
Sill to its permanent home in San An- 
tonio, 
Tex., the latter 
part of 
this 
month. 
Six aeroplanes will make the 
flight—the 
first 
of its 
kind in 
thi-s 
country. 


The aerial journey will be made un- 
der conditions as nearly like those en 
countered in actual 
wartime as 
pos- 
sible. 
The start is expected to be made 
on November 20. 
Bad weather or de- 
lay in coinpletion of hangars, barracks 
and quarters at San Antonio, however 
may delay the trip. 
The distance to 
be covered is 450 miles. 
Stops will be 
made 
at 
these 
points 
in 
Texas: 
Wichita 
Falls, 
Bowie, 
Decatur, 
Fort 
Worth, 
Cleburne, 
Hillsboro, 
Wacj. 
Georgetown, 
Austin 
and 
possibly 
at 
Granger and Temple. 


The flight is intended to give a line 
on just how army aviatQrs may be ex- 
pected to work during a war. 
It is de- 
sired to test to the utmost the ability 
of the fliers to follow a previously de- 
signated route over unknown country; 
it will give an opportunity to try the 
army 
transport 
system 
under 
stipu- 
lated war conditions, since trucks fol- 
lowing the aeroplanes will be forced to 
make 
an average of 
eighty 
miles a 
day on land; it will test the power of 
the motors to standup 
under 
service 
conditions and the resourcefulness and 
adaptability of the army flying organ- 
ization, pai-ticularly its supply depart- 
ment. 


To each aeroplane will be assigned 
one truck as tender, carrying the crow, 
tools, spare parts and other supplies. 
A newly developed machine shop truck, 
carrying a lathe 
and forge, 
will 
be 
along to maintain the squadron on th.; 
way. 
For minor repairs to aeroplanes 
forced to land through motor troub'o, 
a corps 
of six 
motorcycles 
carrying 
emergency repair kits, and all capable 
of great speed, will be depended upon. 


The first aero squadron, signal corps, 
LT. S. A., is the official designation of 
the 
flying 
unit. 
The squadron is di- 
vided into six flying sections, a trans- 
port section, a supply section, an en- 
gineer section charged with niotor re- 
pairs, and a headquarters section. 
The 
officers are Captain B. D. Foulois, com- 
manding, and Lieutenants T. D. Mill- 
ing, C. G. Chapman, J. E. Carberrv-.

Damage Judgment in Favor 
of Mrs. Mary Astry is 
Approved. 


Attorney James B. Harper has just re- 
ceived notice from the clerk of the su- 
preme court that 
the case 
of 
Mary 
Astry, administratrix of the estate of 
Jonas Astry, deceased, against Robert 
Spice and Swift & Co., has been affirmed 
by the supreme court. 


Jonas Astry, a carpenter, for many 
years in the employ of James M. Henry, 
contractor, was working in the Swift 
building on East Columbia street finish- 
ing woodAvork and while there engaged 
the employes of Mr. Spice were doing 
some plumbing work. 
In attempting to 
adjust some machinery in the basement 
in connection with their work the work- 
men overturned an ammonia tank which 
burst. 
All other employes escaped the 
gas but Mr. Astry, who was trapped in 
the rear part of tlie basement where the 
ammoiria was escaping and suffocated by 
the fumes. 
This occurred in the early 
part of 1912. 


Messrs. Harper & Eggeman, who at 
that time were partners, brought suit 
for ^damages against Mr. Spice and the 
Swift Co. and in December, 1012, the case 
was tried in the circuit court before a 
jury with Judge Sol A. Wood on the 
bench. A verdict of $3,800 was returned 
against Spice and the Swift Co. 
The 


judge granted a new trial to'tie Swifts 
and Spice appealed. 


>Mr. Astry was a man 72 years old and 
left surviving him his widow, the plain- 
tiff, who was dependent upon him for 
support. 
The case was hotly contested 
through all the courts and the action of 
the supreme court is a decided victory 
for Mrs. Astry and her attorneys, Har- 
per & Fuelber, attorneys on appeal.

Since Miss Éschenbrenner climbed out 
of the slavery of child labor by her sheer 
grit, .studying at night 
school and 
learning stenograpliy. she lias had only 
<inc big purpose. Slie traveled t)ie coun- 
try over working for laws from every 
legislature to better the condition of 
•2.000.000 children. Now she is fighting 
for the K,>ating-Owen child labor bill, 
which will come up at tiie next session 
of congress, ft was p;>sr.ed last year by 
thé lower house, but killed in the senate. 


"There are just 1.000.22.5 children less 
than 15 years old working for wages in 
the United States." she said recently. 
"This is a ratio of one child in .six who 
are kept out of school to make Anu'rican 
dollars uiider fearful industrial condi- 
tions. 


"Ot these 800,976 are less than 14 
years old. More than 100,000 of these 
children are between 10 and 13. 


"Of otu- 260 industries, 243 employ 
children less than 16. 


"Out of the seventeen industries un- 
tainte<l by cjiild labor only one is not 
turning out a household article. So you 
see that although ( alifornia is not di- 
rectly culpable, your people are vising 
child-made goods every day. 


In New York there are 10,000 houses 
in which sweatshop labor is carried on. 
This means 120,000 families engaged in 
tliis kind of labor in the shadow of the 
statue of liberty. 


"Cliicago, Bostoji, Baltimore and Phil- 
adelphia are also hotbeds of this sort of 
ndustry. 


"Condition.^ in the cotton mills of the 
south are appalling. 
The morale of 
whole States full of pure American has 
been lowered through child labor. 


"In Georgia, children less than 15 work 
ill night for 12 hours at one task. The

"In Tennes.see. a 14-year-old girl Avho 
had entered into a suicide pact with 
three other girls, said as she was dying 
from carbolic acid that she wag glad 
bccause 'she had been so tired.' 


"7n the shrimp and oyster industry 
in Louisiana the children go to work 
at 3 or 4 o'clock in the morning and 
stand all daj- in cold, dark, damp barns 
until sunset. X^p water they stand in 
is so full of alkali that it corrodes tJn. 
Tlieir feet and hand.s are o^ten festering 
witli sores. 


"After a few months at this kind of 
work the children looked like animals. 


"Ill the glass factories children are 
put at work that grown men cannot 
stand more than two weeks at a time. 
The machines could do it, but the ma- 
chines cost more to operate than chil- 
dren. 


"A little 'trapper' we found had tra5ed 
pict^ires of birds on a sooty door with 
a sign over them. 
'Don't disturb the

Capture of Railroad Will 


Make Riches of Asia 


Minor Available. 


Wasliington, D. C.. Nov; 16.—With the 
conque.st and opening-up of the connect- 
ing link in the Orient railway between 
liclgrade and Sofia, by the Teutonic and 
Bulgarian allies, a vast storehouse rich 
in much-needed law materials has been 
made accessible for the supply of the 
hard-pressed central powers. 
Probably, 
the most important feature of this ac- 
complishment is the bringing of the Aus- 
tro-ilungarian and German nations into 
communication with 
lands 
where are 
found niineraU and products of agi icul- 
ture in abundance; thougli the control 
of the Orient railway, also, enables the 
emunitioning of Turkey and the trans- 
j'ortation of (German troops to territor- 
ies threateningly near the Suez Uanal. 
A sketch of the stores of Asia Minor, or 
Anatolia, upon which the Germans will 
now be able to draw, is contained in a 
bulletin just issued by the National Geo- 
graphic society. The bulletin reads: 


"The mineral and agricultural wealth 
of Turkey-in-Asia is verj- great.

Here are grown 
an important part of the world's raisin 
crop. Olives and figs, also, thrive along 
the .'Egan coast. 
\\"liere hot summers 
swelter 
over 
the northern 
Anatolia 
coasts some of the finest Turkish to- 
bacco is raised, which, in all likelihood, 
is now a rare luxury among German 
smokers. A sort of tobacco is grown in 
Germany, a pale, insipid, unfragi-ant leaf, 
which bears little resemblance to the rich 
tobacco of America, Ttirkey and the East 
fndies. 
Great quantities of hazel nuts 
are among the exports of this area, and 
cotton, another staple which the Ger- 
mans are said to be greatly in need of. is 
grown in the districts of Kas.saba and 
Aidin in the west, and on the ('ilician 
plain in the southeast. 


"All through Turkey-in-Asia, there has 
been but little .accomplished 
toward 
building up a manufacturing industry. 
Olive oil soap is extensively mamtfac- 
tured at Smyrna; carpets ar« woven in 
various places, mostly products of home 
industry; leather is produced, and cig- 
arettes are made in large numbers. In 
Syria, there are imi>ortant weaving, dye- 
ing and tanning industries at Aleppo 
and Aintab, and there is some small 
manufacture in Mesopotamia. 


"The principal exports of Asia Minor 
are raisins, tobacco, figs, barley, liquor- 
ice, wool, hides, cotton and skins. Ow- 
ing to^the backward organization of the 
country, it is difficult to assign any 
values to the annual exports of these ar- 
ticles, which woidd be worth consider- 
ing. The leading exports of Syria in- 
clude lemons, oranges, sesame, soap, silk, 
barley and liquorice, while Mesopotamia 
exports large shipments of dates, wool, 
barley, wheat and opium. 
Yemen, in 
Arabia, the land which is mostlj'- a des- 
ert, exports the famed Mokha coffee. 
CofTee is said to be verj' scarce in Ger- 
many now. Dates are about the only 
"\port from Arabia of any inv 
portance. 


.1' climate of Syria is of the ex- 
treme MediteiTanean type, and most of 
the soil is fertile. In great part, how- 
ever, it remains unworked. 
Silk worms 
are raised in many parts of the land, 
and, before the war's outbreak, most ol 
the silk was sent for manufacture to 
Lyon, France. 
Some^silk is spun in 
Syria. 
Cotton is an^ important 
crop 
around Idlib, and a surpjus j^ain crop is 
raised. 
Much of once fertile Mesopo- 
tamia ig now desert. The old irriga'tion 
system have fallen to decay, apd. w'here 
forty centuricB ago tJic land was fniit- 
ful, today is merely "wastage. In some 
areas, wheat, barley and beans are grown 
for export. . The date palm and the sheep. 


EOOD SUORIAGE IS

Far Removed from War, 
But Suifering There 
is Acute. 


Lisbon, Portugal, Xov, 5—(Correspond- 
ence of The Associated Press)—Portugal 
is more remote from the seat of war 
than any other countrj' in Europe, but 
it is suifering a scarcity of food that is 
as serious as that in some of the bellig- 
erent countries. 


Provision stores and depots are the 
scenes of almost daily riots in protest 
against the conditions. On the'night of 
October 21, for instance, a mob of 2,000 
men, some of them armed with pick 
axes and other implements, stormed the 
provision store of an important English 
dealer in the Almada district and phmd- 
ered the place. 
Tlie republican guard, 
which crossed the river to restore order, 
was received by the mob by shots and 
bombs. The guard fired several volleys 
and numerous persons on both 
sides 
were wounded. 


The scarcity of food is due in part to 
the fact that successive governments of 
Portugal have bound themselves to sup- 
ply Great Britain with certain quantities 
of provisions sent to Gibraltar. 
Under 
this agreement large numbers of cattle 
and miscellaneous provisions are sent out 
of the country everv' week with the re- 
sult thai there has been almost no meat 
in the markets of Li.sbon. The egg sup- 
ply is also less than half of what it is 
in ordinary times, the shortage being 
parti}' due to the fact that a good many 
eggs are sent sun-eptitiously over the 
border into Spain, where they may be 
eold for double the price fixed oflRcially 
by the government in th« food markets 
hera.

sneezes and try to keep the germs from 
spreading. 
Make the victim cough or 
sneeze in his handkerchief, and after the 
handkerchiefs are soiled, put them in a 
special dish, cover them with water and 
boil them for 1.5 minutes. 
Boil the 
spoons and dishes the victim imes and 
keep him away from the preparation and 
Ivandling of footl that other people are 
to cat . Keep separate glasses for him. 


Remember that his hands are sure to 
be infected with "cold" germs and that 
if they are carried to someone else's 
mouth, the next case Avill be likely to 
folloAv. So make him wash his hands in 
running Avater before he handles things 
that other people use, and make every- 
body wash his hands before eating and 
keep his hands and everything not clean 
out of his mouth.

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ELECTRICAL INJURIES TO TREES 


Results of Extensive Investigations by the Afossachusetts 
Experiment 
Station Show That on the Whole, the Cases of Death to Trees from 
Electricity Are By No Means So Numerous As Is Generally Believed.

Electricity act« as a stimulus 
to 
plants. 
The minimum and optlmun 
current strengths probably differ little 
in different plants. 
The 
maximum 
current, or that necessar>' to kill a 
plant, Is quite variable. 


Outside of the disflgruratlon to trees 
from pruning necessitated by wires, 
the greatest injury consists In the local 
burning and often partial destruction

'¡"here is practically 
little 
or 
no 
leakage 
from 
wires 
during 
dry 
weather. 
In wet weather, 
however, 
when a film of water is formed on 
the bark, more or less leakage occurs, 
and if the insulation is InsufRcient, 
grounding takes place and 
burning, 
due to "arcing," results. 


No authentic cases have been ob- 
served bj- us where the alternating or 
direct currents as ordlnarilj' employed 
have killed trees; but instances are 
known in which 
he death of trees 
has taken place when the polarity in 
electric railway systems have become 
reversed; 1. e.. the rail becoming posi- 
tive aj.d the feed wire negative. 


On olectrlo railroad systems the so- 
called 
jju.sitive 
currents 
almost 
al- 
tvavs traverse the overhead fee:d wire 


where 
the 
injury 
(burning) 
takes 
place. 
This differs only slightly from 
that produced by low-tension 
alter- 
nating current wires. 
In all cases of 
death from direct current electricity 
that have come to our notice the rail 
W'^as positive, and the overhekd feed 
wire was negative, constituting what 
Is called a "reversed polarity." 


How common this practice is we 
cannot say, but apparently It has been 
done intentionally at times to prevent 
electrolysis as well as unintentionally 
by various companies, and is responsi- 
ble in quite a few Instances for the 
death of shade trees near electric rail- 
roads. 
There is much greater oppor- 
tunity for extensive burning In the 
cases of reversed polarity than In the 
regular systems employed. 


The moisture conditions of the sell 
and bark are such as to reduce the 
resistance, and !• consequence the film 
of water and water-soaked bark be- 
comes intensely heated, destroying the 
living tissues and girdling the tree to 
a considerable distance. 
The "part of 
the trunk towards the rail Is almost 
Invariably the most severely affected. 


In some cases observed, where the 
current was reversed, there were no 
deep burning effects on the tree either 
above or below,—the rule when the 
overhead feed wire Is positive (as Is 
usually the case) and In direct contact 
with the tree. 
Moreover, the affected 
areas about the base of the tree are 
decidedly larger than when a positive 
overhead feed wire comes In contact 
with limbs. 


The entire areas between the base 
of the tree and the overhead wire Is 
not. as a rule, affected, although the 
extent of Injury may vary somewhat. 
The Injury from burning Is confined 
to a space around the overhead wires, 
and also to the base of the tree. 


In some Instances trees show serious 
effects a short time after the current 
has been reversed, when the bark will 
become loose and later fall off. 
The 
writer has observed both elms and 
maples—some of them twp feet or 
more in diameter—which have been 
killed In this way. 
In some casea the 
trees were not more than three feet 
from the rails, while In others the 
distance was considerably greater. 


In one well-planted city having ex- 
tensive Street railways, 61 trees were 
reported killed or so badly Injured 
as to be of no value, 67 had large 
limbs removed, and many more were 
saved by removing Wrabs likely to 
come Into contact with the wires. The 
Injured trees were In some cases lo- 
cated 200 to 1,000 feet from the track. 


Some of the Injury took place on 
streets having wires but no electric 
railway, and it is surmised that the 
ground 
connections 
were 
m a d e 
through 
several 
pipe 
lines, 
located 
near the trees, which led very close 
to the electric railway. 
The effects 
on the trees were noted shortly after 
the street railway had changed 
its 
system: i. e., u.sing the rail to carry 
the positive, and the overhead wire 
the negative or return current. 


Ob8er\*atlons we have made demon- 
strate that we have a variety of con- 
flitio.is to deal with in considering the 
effect of direct current electricity on 


trees, and these phenomena may be 
summarized as follows: 


Burning and Injury to plant tissue 
are much more noticeable at points 
with a positive potential than at points 
with a negative potential. 


When the rail Is at a positive po- 
tential 
the 
overhead 
wire, 
which 
touches some part of the tree, is nega- 
tive, and the bark and soil are satu- 
rated with moisture, and a current Is 
formed 
by 
means 
of 
this 
surface 
moisture. 


The moisture 
conditions and 
the 
electrical resistance, etc., at the base 
of the tree are different from those 
above; 
therefore, a larger area 
of 
tissue is affected by the charged rail. 
As the bark becomes heated through 
the film of water, the electrical re- 
sistance Is reduced and the current 
Increased to such an extent that the 
vital layer Is destroyed. 


Because a large number of trees 
near electric roads, etc.. often look 
sickly It must not be concluded that 
electricity is always the cause. 
In 
cities and towns where most of these 
unhealthy specimens are found there 
are 
innumerable 
destructive 
factors 
for trees to contend with. 
It is quite 
essential In diagnosis work, therefore, 
that all of these factors be taken Into 
consideration before a definite opinion 
In regard to the cause of any abnor- 
mal conditions is formed. 


Cure Seed Cora with Great Care. 
Extraordinary care will be needed 
In curing seed corn this fall. 
Most of 
the 
seed 
corn 
picked 
will 
contain 
much moisture. 
The more moisture 
the more serious will be ,the 'danger 
from 
freezing; 
consequently, 
seed 
corn should be stored in a dry and 
suiBciently vre.rm place as soon as it Is 
picked. 
Moreover, it should be hung 
up or placed on racks in such a way 
that 
the 
air 
may 
circulate 
freely 
about every ear, 
If these simple di- 
rections are followed, the corn will 
dry out rapidly, and the com 
win 
give the largest possible germination 
in the spr^ig. 
Of course, the seed 
should be tested carefully before be- 
ing planted In the spring. 


The Canned Corn 


Industry of Maine 


By G. MITCHEI/Ij 


About sixty-five years ago an en- 
terprising Quaker merchant In Maine 
heard of experiments in France with 
a view to thè hermetically sealing of 
meats in the cans for future family 
use, and personally Inspected the same 
with the result that on his return 
home he commenced putting up com 
In somewhat the same manner. 


Very soon factories began 
to 
be 
built until today there are In Maine 
alone 100 such factories, with an out- 
put last year of at least 36,000,000 
cans. 


This 
was 
the 
beginning 
of 
the 
canned-goods industry, now so 
Im- 
portant a factor In Industrial life and 
so necessary for sustenance of 
our 
Increasing population. 


All the corn is grown by cbcreage 
contracts, the grower delivering the 
unhusked ears freah from the field 
when ordered in by the agent of the 
factory whose duty Is to keep close 
watch of tl}e fields. 


The factories now in operation are 
located in seveo counties, holding as 
closely to the frost-line as possible, 
and still insure sufficient ripening of the 
kernels. 
Until recent years all such 
came from farther south to Insure 
uniform grade of product and check 
tendency to early maturity. 
Formerly 
all cans w^re made by hand, a crew 
being required the entire year, but 
now nearly the entire supply comes 
from one or two big can-making es- 
tablishments In New York. 


The growers' responsibility 
cewes 
when he delivers his ears at the husk- 
Ing-shed, the method of payment be- 
ing to keep the gross weight of each 
grower's com after husking, take a 
sample lot and put It through 
the 
hands of the cutters, and thus de- 
termine the amount of cut com upon 
which payment is made at two and 
one-half cents per pound. 


In the earlier days the com was 
cooked on the cob and so packed, but 
this proved bulky and expensive, and 
knives were devised for cutting by 
hand. 
This split the kernels, and cut- 
ters were required to turn their knives 
and scrape out the portions left. 


Naturally, in the moist cfondltion of 
the com, it was dlfilcult to keep floors, 
tables and clothing in a cleanly con- 
dition and today all cutting, as well 9 
as practically all husking, is done by 
machinery. 


In at least one factory in the State 
the corn is not touched by hand after 
it is fed into the husking machines 
until the sealed cans are put into the 
retorts. 


From 
the 
husking 
machines 
tt 
passes automatically to those which 
remove the corn from the cob, thence 
tq the screens which run over the silk, 
ahd from there to the mixer and Into 
the can. 


This Insures the very best poeslble 
condition, and a quality of product 
to please the most exacting. 


In 
recent 
years 
the 
practice 
of 
packing in half-gallon and gallon cans 
for hotel and restaurant trade 
has 
still further changed 
machinery 
In 
use. 


In a good season the 
sweet-com 
crop is a valuable asset to the pro- 
gressive farmer. 
This year the aver- 
age of our factories being practically 
150 per acre for the cut corn, leaving 
the stalks, husks and cobs in a green 
and succulent state, to be at 
once 
turned into the siK) for winter feed- 
ing. 


In the former years some of our 
beat grov/ers were certain that this 
green food, together with the imi>roved 
condition of the land resulting from 
liberal fertilizing and 
extra 
tillage, 
paid all expenses of growing the crop. 


Today the coat is materially 
in- 
creased, but the exact figures are dlfii- 
cult 
to 
obtain. 
In 
the 
matter 
oi 
gross revenues the weighers' 
sheets 
tell the s t o ^ and the checks paid 
promptly at the''close of the packing 
period cause the grower of sweet corn 
to smile with satisfaction.

corn will keep at the bottom of the 
silo than at the top because of the 
greater pressure which excludes the 
air more completely. 
It Is, therefore». 
Important that the ripest corn be cut 
first and plaoed In the. bottom of the 
silo. 


The com should be cut with a com 
binder, as It Is much 
more 
easily 
handled when bound In bimdlea. 
If 
the silage cutter la large and the work 
Is done with a good force of men, the 
com binder should have, a start of 
half a day. 
If enough horses are used 
on the binder to keep it moving at a 
Tood pace the com can be cut down 
H8 fast as It can be put into the silo. 
Jslng a small cutter with a large en- 
Ine Is dangerous unless great care is 
axerclsed in controlling the power. 


If silage Is to keep well It must 
settle evenly. 
To this end the leaves 
and the heavier parts of the 
com 
must be kept thoroughly mixed and 
evenly distributed in the silo. 
Owing 
to the great pressure of silage, fric- 
tion with the sides of the silo has a 
tendency to make the silage less com- 
pact at the edge, and for this reason 
It should be thoroughly tramped next 
the side. 
Bvery time three or four 
Inches of cut material Is added to the 
alio It should be tramped thoroughly 
around- the edge, taking short steps 
and packing the silage as much as 
possible next to the wall. 
These pre- 
cautions must be observed during fill- 
ing to obtain perfect silage.

Every plant that grows has a useful 
place in the economy of nature. That 
some plants are weeds Is because we 
have not yet learned how to utilize 
them to our advantage. 


Prevention Better ITian Cure. 


The hog is a difflcult animal 
to 
treat when once attacked by disease, 
and hence the breeder must 
adopt 
every means within his power to pre- 
vent disease from entering his herd. 
One can never be too careful in this 
matter, and the proverb, "An ounce 
of prevention Is worth a pound of 
cure," is especially applicable in the 
management of swine. 


Keep a Few Sheep. 


The presence of a flock cf sheep on 
a grain farm does not necessitate a 
material reduction in the area 
de- 
voted to grain growing, but on the 
other hand It never fails to insure a 
larger yield of better grain, and 11 
makes possible the growing of grain 
for a longer period of years than can 
be done without them, or some other 
kind of livestock.

To a hard-working horse 


repose is almost as much of a necessity 
as good food and water, but tired as 
he may be, he is an animal very shy 
about lying down.

ner, but always slept standing. 
In 
some of these instances the animals 
were constantly under human watch- 
fulness night and day and in .other 
cases the conclusions were arrived at 
because

were ever found upoA their coats. 
I 
now recall an instance of a horse that 
stood in a stall near the entrance of a 
livery stable. 
No one ever saw that 
animal lying down within a period of 
fifteen years and he finally died stand- 
ing. 


It is a theory—only a vagué suppo- 
sition—that a horse sleeps standing 
because he fears that insects or mice 


may creep up his nostrils. . It is also 
known that the elephant has the same 
horror of mice and that a small rodent 
can cause more consternation among 
a herd of those colossal animals than 
can a tiger or a boa constrictor. 
A 
mouse in the hay at a circus will 
cause every elephant in the collection 
to hold his trunk aloft, plainly indi- 
cating that they fear the little crea- 
ture may take refuge in the proboscis 
orifice. 


But to return to horses: 
It luui «1- 
way« been said that they "sleep with 
one eye open," and are constantly on 
guard. 
An Indian shod in cotton-felt 
moccasins, practicing all the sly arts 
of his people, could not, with the wind 
In his favor, approach a sleeping horse 
without being detected.

that

without trying to smash up things. 
Better go to some reliable dealer, tell 
him exactly what you want and then 
buy under a full guarantee, with the 
privilege of returning the animal at 
some reasonable time, If he doesn't 
come up to the mark. 


Greater efficiency in the field Is se- 
cured by matching horses according 
to their working character, even If 
they do not look alike.

Home-Made Apple 
Vinegar 


Apple cider will go through 
the 
normal process of fermentation and 
develop vinegar of splendid quality If 
given proper temperature and 
time 
for 
development. 
As the 
cider 
is 
stored in the barrels it should be ex- 
posed as much as possible to the air 
and b^e kept at a temperature above 
80 degrees and 
below 100 
degrees. 
The best results will be obtained if 
the material is kept at a temperature 
ranging between 80 and 90 degrees. 
At this temperature it requires ap- 
proacimately a yea.r for cider to de- 
velop enough acid content to pass as 
first-class 
vinegar. 
It should 
have 
between four and seven per cent of 
acid content, and with the process of 
making being that of slow ferment In 
barrel quantities. It will seldom reach 
six per cent of acid content. Ordinarily 
the vinegar that Is made by being 
permitted to ferment In barrel quan- 
tities'must be kept In a basement or 
cellar storage where the high tem- 
perature can be obtained. 
It does not 
kill the ferment In the vinegar to pass 
below 80 degrees in temperature, but 
it retards Its action, and the longer 
the material Is in the process of mak- 
ing the lees valuable It Is and 
the 
more difficulties are liable to be en- 
countered 
In 
the 
work. 
The 
best 
results will be obtained if the head of 
the barrel is taken out and the barrel 
left entirely open. 
It can be stirred 
to advantage once in -a while, 
but 
ordinarily the process of letting It 
stand 
entirely undisturbed 
will 
de- 
velop a very clear and satisfactory 
grade of material. 


The mother of vinegar that develops 
ordinarily on the top of the barrel Is 
of no special advantage after it as- 
sumes the form of a condensed 
or 
hard cake. 
As long as it is In a loose, 
slimy form it will work fairly rapidly, 
but as soon as It assumes the caked 
form It may as well be removed from 
the barrel.—O. M. Morris, Horticul- 
turist, Washington State Experiment 
Station.

In this case "science" means: Into their proper grade and the pack- 
right knowledge and care. 
The fruit'age—whatever the form of packing 
grower can not always sell direct to may be—labeled 
with the 
growers' 
the consumer, but he can, by sorting 
and 
carefully packing his 
product, 
get a much better price when selling 
to the retail dealer than he can if he 
follows the old-fashioned methods of 
dumping everything into boxes, bas- 
kets and barrels regardless of size and 
condition. 
The shrewd 
dealer 
will 
make the most of the bad condition 
of the stuff offered him, beating down 
the grower to the lowest possible price, 
and then add to his-profits by the work 
of a few boys In the basement who are 
instructed in the art of cleaning and 
repacking. 
The 
grower, 
himself, 
could 
get 
this 
added 
profit if 
he 
would only take a little more trouble 
in preparing hie fruit for market. 


Some aesoclations of fruit and veg- 
etable 
growers 
have 
adopted 
this 
plan, and made certain brands fa- 
mous. 


The fruit sold under these various 
brands Is carefully selected and packed 
under the supervision of the manager 
employed by the growers, and pack- 
ages 
are 
guaranteed 
to be up 
to 
standard in every way. 


As most of the apples grown In this 
country are sent to the market In 
barrels. It may be well to set down 
here some rules adopted by the best 
associations of fruit growers for the 
barreling of the fruit. 


In the first place the apples are 
taken from the trees and placed In 
baskets 
or 
bags slung 
around 
the 
shoulders of the pickers, and some 
very careful growers Insist that the 
pickers wear 
gloves. In order 
that 
their 
finger-nails 
may not cut 
the 
fruit 
It Is a well-known fact now 
that a tiny abrasion made by 
the 
finger-nail 
will oftcfn admit harmful 
bacteria which will. In a short time, 
destroy the apple. 


The apples are then brought to the 
packing tables, which are covered with 
canvM or burlap under which is a 
padding of moss or straw In order to 
prevent bruising. 
The greatest care is 
taken to prevent the apples from fall- 
ing from the table, or against

Of course always there la 
just the right day when the apples 
should be taken from the tree, and 
this can be ,learned only by olose ob- 
servation and experience.

Manifestly it is highly desirably that, there be the right nf ap- 


peal from the city rou't. It is needed as a safeguard to the rights oE 
persons accused, for even tins city judge is not infallible. The com- 
plaint is not against the appeal which has for its legitimate purpose 
the proper protection of the man or woman accused of misdemeanor. 
It is against these wholly mcritlcss appeals that have for their sole 
purpose the intervention of legal strategy to forestall or delay the 
consummation nf exact justice that Judge Collins has protested in 
no unmistakable fashion. The remedy for the situation lies almost 
wholly in the hands of attorneys who arc called upon to defend the 
police court cases. They can'servc their clients fully and fairly by 
taking appeals only whin there is for the appeal some more legiti- 
mate purpose than the more desire to stave off punishment when it, 
is clearly and richly merited. 


The concurrence between the city authorities and representatives 


of the various business men's organizations on the question of the 
traffic congestion arising from the continuous parking of automo- 
biles in the busy down-town section gives fine promise that some ac- 
ceptable solution will bo found for the problem. Very naturally the 
merchants are nxious to afford every facility possible for both the 
city buver and the out-of-town shopper who makes the trip to the 
stores in his automobile and parks the machine for a few minutes in 
some convenient spot m-arhy.

After the Poppa holdup I learned 


that Joe R 
, the man who gave 


me the information of the lay of the 
land, had been born and brought up 


In the neighborhood where the Pop- 


pa factory was located. This neigh- 


borhood, in extent from North ave- 
nue west to the Hudson river and 


from Fourteenth street north to 


Thirtieth street, was the stamping 


ground and home of a gang of num- 
erous tough cb acters. 


Some of these gangsters worked 


more or less steadly as longshore- 


men, «nck drivers, etc., and while 
working ther seldom neglected an 


opportunity to steal a case or two .of 


goods from their, employers. 


The bolts of cloth, silk, squares of 


raw rubber and whatnot thus stolen 


they sold at ridiculously low prices, 


considering their intrinsic valuo, to 


one of the many "fences" with which 
the district abounds, all doing busi- 
ness under the legitimate title ol 


junkshop.

gang ostensibly worked for a liveli- 


hood there were a half-dozen or 
more who followed crime exclusive- 


ly for a living, their great special-

they had with 


them were at their disposal for the 
stickup. 


TonTtold them he was sure I 


would not work with the "nut" who 
was driving them that night, but 
that I now had a chauffeur of my 
own to use in such jobs. He made 
an appointment for a meeting be- 
tween them' and me for the next 
night, and it was then that I first 
saw Curley and Dummy. Nor to my 
knowledge had I ever heard of either 
of them before.

Hay Fever Cnre. 


Hay fever finally has been listed 


among tho "probably curablo" dis- 
eases. The clement of doubt enters 
Into the euro because ot tho drastic 
method of treatment.—unless tho vic- 
tim is unusually bravo it is mere 
than possible that ho would prefer 
the disease, in Its present form, to 
tho cure. 


Dr. Gordon G. Burdick is the dU- 


covcrer of the new relict for hay fe- 
ver victims. Ho has tried it upon 
himself and Dr. Theodore C. F. Abel, 
and both pronounce themselves free 
from fall hay fever slavery. 


It has long been known that the 


pollen of goldcnrod and of milk- 
weed aggravate hay fever. 
Mak- 


ing use of this knowledge. Dr. Bur- 
dick set out to produce an antitoxin. 
He mixed the two 
enemies of the 


disease and manufactured a snuff. 


Then the two physicions started 


the lest, upon themselves. With the 
first snuff of the new medicine the 
hay fever symptoms were aggravat- 
ed twofold. But the experiment was 
continued, and with every added 
pang tho men cheerfully recognized 
that they were on tho right tack. For 
a year they continued to use th« 
snuff. 


But they reaped the reward of 


their martyrdom with the return of 
the hay fever period. Both escaped 
all evidences of tho disease. 


"One of the active agents produc- 


ing hay fever,'* said Dr. Burdick, "is 
the pollen of goldenrod. Victims fear 
it. as a slave fears tho whip. Anoth- 
er active agent is the pollen of milk- 
weed. 


"Our theory was, therefore, that 


these poisons could be made to pro- 
duce antitoxin effects in the blood. 
I mixed the two pollens and used 
them as a snuff for a year. During 
tho hay fever season I suffered hor- 
ribly, but I kept on snuffling. I kept 
it up for a year. And the next rail 
I had no hay fever at all. 


"We havo also experimented wlttt 


the pollens in solutions as an injec- 
tion with equally good results. We 
don't know why these pollens pro- 
duce immunity, but they do."

Since Miss Ksehenbrcnner elimbed out 


o! the slavery of child labor by her sheer 
grit, studying ;it night school 
and 


learning stenography, she has had only 
one big purpose. She traveled the coun- 
try over working for laws from even- 
legislature to better the condition of 
2.fH)l),(Hin children. 
Now she is lighting 


for the Keating-Owen child labor bill, 
which will come up at the next session 
of congress. It was passed last year by 
the lower house, but killed in the senate. 


"There arc just 1 .!)!M).22.1 children less 


than l"i years old working for wages in 
the United States," she said recently. 
'•This is a ratio of one child in six who^ 
aro kept out of school to make American 
dollars under fearful industrial condi- 
tions.

TO AVOID COLDS. 


Colds are caused by disease nnd when- 


ever a person dox-elop* a cold it means 
that these germs have begun in the nose 
or throat and produce poisons that arc 
nlworbed in the body nnd give tb,nt pe- 
culiar miserable feeling that only n cold 
c«n produce. 


Some people aevcr seem to catch cold, 


vigorous people who live a healthy out- 
door life and strengthen their bodies by 
i-old bafhs, whilo other people who keep 
themselves shut up in not, close ijooms 
tml take no exercise are very apt to take 
cold when- they suffer from unusual ex- 
posure to chill or fatigue. 
There is 


something besides the germ at work, and 
often a lack of power to resist the germ 
is the immediate thing that will decide 
Wlwther a cold will develop or fcot. 


Often, however, colds behave just like 


anv other 'communicable disease. Some 
one person in tho family "catches" cold 
and brings the germs home, and one 
after another the other members of the 
family contract it. 


To nvoici colds watch for tho first 


sneezes and try to keep the germs from 
spreading. 
Make the victim cough or 


sneeze in his handkerchief, nnd after tho 
handkerchiefs arc soiled, put them in a 
special dish, cover them with water am 
boil them "for 15 minutes. 
Boil tin 


spoons and dishes the victim uses am 
keep him away from the preparation ant 
handling of food that other people arc 
to cat . Keep separate glasses for him. 


Remember that his hands arc sure to 


be infected with "cold" germs and that 
if they arc carried to someone. else's 
mouth, the next erne will be likely to 
follow. So make him wash his hands in 
running water before he handles things 
that other people use, nnd make every- 
body wash his hands before eating and 
keep his hands nnd everything not clean 
out of his mouth. 


In particular, the greatest .care should 


be taken to protect babies from inten- 
tion since colds often lend to fatal dis- 
ease in infants. 


Make' the best arrangement possible, 


lo keep the house warm this winter. 
Put in new stoves, build new chimneys, 
or install a new furnace, but whatever 
is done, remember that your hcalt.li 


hat of your family depends on fresh 
air.

1015, was nine 
hundred million dollars greater than 
the amount on deposit, in July. 1!U4, 
notwithstanding the war.

ELECTRICAL INJURIES TO TREES 


fiMults of Extensive Investigations by the Massachusetts Experiment 


Station Show That on the Whole, the Cases of Death to Trees from 


i, Electricity Are By No Means So Numerous As Is Generally Believed.

place. This differs only slightly from 
.hat produced by low-tension alter- 
nating current wires. In all cases of 
death from direct current electricity 
that have come to our notice the rail 
vas positive, and the overhead feed 
wire was negative, constituting what 
3 called a "reverse*! polarity." 


How common th£s practice Is we 


cannot say, but apparently it has been 
done Intentionally alt times to prevent 
electrolysis as well as unintentionally 
by various companies, and Is responsi- 
ble In quite a few Instances for the 
death of shade trees near electric rail- 
roads. There Is much greater oppor- 
tunity for extensive burning In the 
cases of reversed polarity than in the 
regular systems employed. 


The moisture conditions of the soil 


and bark are such a* to reduce the 
resistance, and !*) consequence the film 
of water and water-soaked bark be- 
comes Intensely heated, destroying the 
living tissues and girdling the tree to 
a considerable distance. The part of 
the trunk towards the rail Is almost 
Invariably the most severely affected. 


In some cases observed, where the 


current was reversed, there were no 
deep burning effects on the tree either 
above or below,—the rule when the 
overhead feed wire Is positive (as is 
usually the case) and In direct contact 


-Ith the tree. Moreover, the affected 
'eas about the base of the tree are 
ecldedly larger than when a positive 
verhead feed wire comes in contact 
,-lth limbs. 


The entlr» areas between the b*ee 
f the tree and the overhead wire is 
not as a rule, affected, although the 
jrtent of Injury may vary somewhat, 
'he Injury from burning is confined 
o a space around the overhead wire*, 
and also to the base of the tree. 


In some Instance* trees show serious 


iffects a short time after the current 
»as been reversed, when the bark will 
become loose and later fall off. The 
writer has observed both elm* and 
maples—some of them two feet or 
more In diameter—which have been 
killed In this way. In some cases the 
rees were not more than three feet 
from the rails, while In other* the 


trees, and these phenomena may be 
summarized as follows: 


Burning and Injury to plant tissue 


are much more noticeable at points 
with a-po«itive potential than at points 
with a negative potential. 


When the rail la at a positive po- 


tential the 
overhead wire, which 


touches some part of the tree, is nega- 
tive, and the bark and soil are satu- 
rated with moisture, and a current Is 
formed by means of this surface 
moisture. 
The moisture conditions and the 


electrical resistance, etc., at the base 
of the tree are different from tho*e 
above: therefore, a larger area of 
tissue is affected by the charged rail. 
As the bark becomes heated through 
the film of water, the electrical re- 
sistance is reduced and the current 
Increased to such an extent that the 
vital layer is destroyed. 
Because a large number of trees 


near electric road*, etc., often look 
sickly It must not be concluded that 
electricity Is always the can**. 
In 


cities and towns where most of th**e 
unhealthy specimens are found there 
are Innumerable destructive factor* 
for trees to contend with. It 1* quite 
essential In diagnosis work, therefore, 
that all ol these factor* be taken Into 
consideration before a definite opmlon 
in regard to the cause of any abnor- 
mal conditions IB formed.

In case 
the weather has been so hot and dry 
that the lower leaves have fired, the 
corn should be cut before the ears 
are quite so far advanced. Much riper 
corn will keep at the bottom of the 
silo than at the top because of the 
greater pressure which excludes the 
air more completely. It Is. therefore, 
Important that the ripest corn be cut 
first and plax^d In the bottom of the 
silo. 


The corn should be cut with a corn 


binder, as it Is much more easily 
handled when bound In bundles. If 
the silage cutter is large and the work 
is done with a good force of men. the 
corn binder should have a start of 
half a day. If enough horses are used 
on the binder to keep It moving at a 
ijood pace the corn can be cut down 
TS fast as It can be put Into the ello. 
Jsing a small cutter with a large en-

3. Lack of any systematic practice

counties makes it very difficult to 
carry out over even a single year any 
persistent maintenance 
policy, be- 


cause funds 
officially obligated for 


maintenance purposes are not pro- 
tected against sporadic and Irreg- 
ular drafts for miscellaneous pur- 
poses. The greatest likelihood conse- 
quently exists everywhere that thero 
will be no balance in the maintenance 
fund in the last half or third of the 
year, although only a part of the fund 
allotted may have been spent.
